I heva been studying your enlargement of ths littlo Cuban 
(how do we know his nationality* not froa this nhoto alone, I 
assume), and it would appoer that he may be holding a lonv-borra-ied 
piatol or revolver or other object with a boriaontal oonponent. 
lfa ® import-nt thing is that you hove established that the line of 
the first shot passed through this nan's position and tho Presidents 
position at the time of tho first shot. If you extend tho line 
further back towsrd the concrete (low) well adjacent to the head 
oP the stops down toward tho road, where does your line cross this 
wall? 

In the last few v?eks, of carroe, the Post (dec, 2) and Life 
ov. 24) * : ovss have come out, with color nhotos of tho scene" just 
before tho shots and just after. (Arc they holding the soenes 
takon during the shooting for next year's version of this strip- 
tease'?) In Life, p, D3^ i3 the WiT’ia color photo from which 
your enlargement of the ^ubon was taken. He is just under the S 
in tho Ste iaons Proeway sign. It would seem to me that a line 
drawn from the President position in this photo (just before the 
first shot, presumably) through the Cuban's "gun" hand, would not 
be in line with the "barrel" \f his gun. If tench®* the shot had 
occurred a fraction of a rieeond earlier, He -ni-Ht have been in line, 
but the intersection of the line with the concrete wall would have 
bscn more toward the street end of the concrete low well. (In the 
dillis photo, the lino betvoen President and Cuban outs the wall 
fwirly cl 030 to the colbnnade corner stricture.) 

Your monograph discusses the nea numbered 2 through 5. In 
trying to relate thorn to tho men shown in the dost and Life photos 
referred to above, am I correct in saying that #2 io the men et 
the ond of the eorcroto .'aH seen In the Betzner photo ( Life, p.92.), 
visible just over tho right shoulder of the man directly In front 
of 4h« o oora. If so, then on p. 93 Life discusses this nan (JZ) 
and says he had come down the stops to join two men standing "behind 
a lanjrrost . Ono ox these ion has a red jacket, dan J^2 cuom down 
by ths time of tho fatal shot. 

Is the following account of these men consistent with your 
statements about m these men? You firat identity tho men in your 



paragraph 13, [The Martin Film], which starts discussing t'em at 
about 3 second a after the fatal shot. I would like to discuss what
